The theater was the home of

Barry Fitzgerald, who achieved

Plough and the Stars," began his 
.career there. 


The theater, which had a ca- 


pacity of only about 150, was 
once the city morgue.

Cicero last week. Harvey E. Clark, 
a Negro bus driver who says he 
didn't know that no Negroes lived 
In the community, tried to move 
into an apartment there. 


A nerie* of disorders by rwk- 


heaving mobs erupted into a not. 
National guard troops and police 
have put an end to the demon- 


strations, but they're still patrol- 
ling the battered apartment build- 
ing. 


Violence in *25 


News of the sensational sort 


began to com* out of Cicero in 
1925. "Scarface Al" Capone made 
it the capital of his whisky- 
women-and-gambling empire. 


Capone established his G.H.Q. 


in the Hawthorne Arms hotel. 
Early one morning three auto 
loads of gunners raked the place 
with machine gun fire. The num- 
ber of bullets was estimated, in 
round numbers, at 1,000. None of 
them hit Capone. 


Citizens heard similar sound 


effects on other occasions. But 
none had a more shocking impact 
on law-abiding citizens than the 
sputtering blast that issued from 


a gun barrel on the night of April 
27, 1926. 


This wa« the scene: 
• 


Three men were on the side- 


walk in front of the Pony Inn. A 
touring car rolled up. A tommy 
gun was thrust through the cur- 
tains. It let go with a spray of 
slugs. The three human targets 
were killed. 


Prosecutor Felled 


One of them was Jimmy Dc- 


hcrty, a beer runner. Another was 
Thomas "Red" Duffy, a minor 
Chicago politician. The third vic- 
tim was Assistant State's Attor- 
ney William H. McSwiggm. 


McSwiggin was known as "The 


Hanging Prosecutor" because of 
his success in obtaining convict- 
ions in murder trials. His death 
touched off a resounding hue and 
cry. The question—"Who killed^ 
McSwiggin and why?" — was 
raised. The answer never has been 
written in the official records.

harsh word spoken. Mr. Truman 
did it by ignoring two of the three 
men Douglas had suggested to fill 
federal judgeships open in Illinois. 


Unusual Thing 


Douglas made his three recom- 


mendations last January. Last 
week Mr. Truman okayed only one 
of them and recommended two 
others of his own choosing to the 
Senate for approval, an unusual 
thing for a president to do to a 
Senator from his own party. 


If Douglas puts up a fight 


against the Truman selections, the 
Senate may turn them down. It's 
not sure he will, although that 
won't be because Douglas lacks 
aggressiveness. 


The tall Douglas, who has a 


crop of white hair, enlisted as a 
private in the marines when he 
was 50, rose to be a lieutenant

colonel, fought in the Pacific, and 
carries around with him a hand 
wrecked by wounds. 


Trained Economist 


And, although the Senate is a 


great place for economy talk, 
Douglas is one of the few trained 
economists who took a seat there. 
He was a professor of economics 
for years. 


Instead of'taking a quiet back 


seat for a year or so, as many 
freshmen Senators do, Douglas 
pitched right into the Senate's 
work a? soon as he got there in 
1949. ' 


He helped lead the fight for the 


administration's low-cost housing 
program that year. He argued for 
the administration's civil rights 
program. And he has supported 
Mr. Truman in most matters. 


The real cause of the split be- 


tween him and the White House 
may not be known. But he has 
done some things which, when 
added together, may have irritated 
the president, who likes his Demo- 
crats to follow the party line. 


When Mr. Truman wanted the 


presidential nomination in 1948, 
quite a few members of his party 
took a dim view of his chances. 
Douglas said he thought General 
Eisenhower would be a good candi- 
date. 


In his first year here Douglas 


astonished and antagonized, at 
least temporarily, Senators of both 
parties by fighting to cut down 
government spending on rivers and 
harbors back in the Senators' 
home states. 
" 


He made the same fight the fol- 


lowing year, and then branched 
out, wanting to cut down money 
for some parts of the Truman ad- 
ministration's program which the 
administration didn't want cut. 


This year—just about the time 


he was sending his three judge- 
ship candidates 
to the White 


House—the troops-for-Europe de- 
bate was starting.

Mr. Trumans' White House aides 
as part of a group which "exer- 
cised influence" on RFC loans. 
Mr. Truman called the report 
asinine. Then the committee really 
went to work on RFC. In the end, 
Mr.-,Truman shook it up. 


More recently Douglas said he 


thought Secretary of State Ache- 
son should be let out. a very sore 
subject with Mr. Truman who has 
repeatedly d e f e n d e d Acheson 
against the demands of Republi- 
cans that Acheson be fired.

Widespread Reports Question 
Reliability of Spain's Army 


U. S. military men long have been represented as want- 


ing Spain drawn into th'e Western orbit for strategic reasons. 


With the forbidding Pyrenees guarding its border, with 


wide stretches of flat plateau and plain, it is rated highly, 
both as a defensive bastion and a staging area, particularly 
for air operations. 


But up to now, political factors have outweighed mili- 


tary considerations. 
Spain's Premier Franco, a Fascist dic- 


tator, is bitterly disapproved by moderate and liberal ele- 
ments who are in command of other Western European gov- 
ernments. Out of deference to their shaky position, the 
United States has not insisted on tighter ties with Franco. 


Franco's friends in congress, especially men like Sena- 


tor McCarran of Nevada, deplore this situation. They argue 
that a valuable potential ally against communism is in ef- 
fect being snubbed. 
• • • 


The contention is that not only Spain's geography but its 


500,000-man army ought to be thrown into the balance on 
the Western side. 


Probably no one will deny the strategic worth of Spain's 


geographical features. • But new evidence coming to light 
in recent months suggests that Franco's army might prove 
a very doubtful advantage. 


, First Leon Dennen, NEA correspondent in Europe, and 


now C. L. Sulzberger of the New York Times, reported that 
a widespread movement against the Franco regime is de- 
veloping in Spain. 


According to their accounts, numerous Spanish generals 


are cooperating with this movement. It is said to be headed 
by a General Aranda, a now inactive commander who once 
'was a Franco military hero for his exploits in the Spanish 
civil war. 


Irving Brown, an A. F. of L. representative in Europe, 


sent a confidential report to his Washington headquarters 
on the anti-Franco activity. 


It was his judgment that the Spanish army is not united. 


The anti-Franco generals command large areas of Spain, 
and raise serious doubts about Franco's ability to control 
those sectors if a showdown should come, 
>

Adds Brown in his report: 
"In the event of war, the people of Spain will not sup- 


port Franco and will use any arms they can get, including 
the arms the SovietvUnion may parachute to them, against 
Franco. In other words, Franco is not even a good military 
asset, let alone a political one.

Certainly Brown's report is not the final word on the 


political and military condition of Spain. But it fits in with 
earlier reports. And there is no question that a broad anti- 
Franco movement embracing elements of the army is a 
reality. 


This does not mean that U. S. military thinkers must 


abandon the idea that Spain may have a useful role in the 
Western defense scheme. But it does indicate that there 
ought to be a careful revaluing of Spain's potentialities in 
the light of 1951 facts. 


Furthermore, there is enough substance in these ac- 


counts to give some pause to those lawmakers who rise to 
their feet and shout for Franco every Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday.

Wise Mother Nature Gives 
Women Rest in Later Years

A constant stream of letters i 


comes in from women who are con- 
cerned about the change of life. 
They contain a 'great variety of 
questions all of which are impos- 
sible to answer in a single column. 
One from A. M. D., however, 
raises several subjects which can 
serve as a basis for discussion.

solely by a nerve condition due to 
the menopause? It occurs at night 
and is sometimes my thumb and 
index finger and at other times the 
little finger and outside of my arm.

True, the menopause is a natur- 


al physiological process. Nature 
in her wisdom has decided that 
women should not go on being 
mothers all through life.

The "change" or menopause, 


therefore, is a stage of life In 
which a woman passes from the 
ability to reproduce and gradually 
"becomes unable to have children. 
This stage usually lasts several 
years and to accompanied by, alow 


changes in physiology, some of 
which are obvious and some of 
which are not. 


During the period of change 


there is a gradual decrease in the 
secretion of certain 
hormones. 


Sometimes, but by no means al- 
ways, this produces some peculiar 
sensations such as sudden feelings 
of heat or cold commonly de- 
scribed as hot flashes.

When the list of Com- 
munists named by Mrs. Mark- 
ward was published in the Post, 
Older and his wife, Isabel, were 
named, but the Post gave no fur- 
ther information about Older. 


The city editor of the Post, Ben 


Gilbert, was a member of the 
Young Communist league when 
he was a student at the college 
of the City of New York. This 
was a Communist front and aux- 
iliary, but Gilbert says he was not 
actually a Communist. The files 
of the Post contained identifying 
matter on Older and, of course, 
he was personally remembered as 
a Pearson operative feeding stuff 
to Pearson, who then planted his 
propaganda in the Post and other 
willing or innocent media of ex- 
pression. 
In the expose story 


the Post merely mentioned Old- 
er's name. 


Pearson's excuse, published in 


the Post 
several 
days 
later,' 


would have it that Older worked 
only "part-time for me." Pearson 
presently grew suspicious and 
consulted J. Edgar Hoover, who 
told him Older was a member of 
the party. 


The FBI is forbidden by law 


to reveal such information to un- 
authorized persons. Pearson still 
kept Older on the job for an un- 
specified time. He has never yet 
severed his connection with David 
Karr or repudiated him. 


Pearson closed his excuse with 


an apology for traitorism similar 
to the one which the Washington 
Post published in extenuation of 
the historic treason of Alger Hiss. 


Older was "one of those un- 


fortunate youngsters" 
with all 


the advantages of higher educa- 
tion and soft living who neverthe- 
less couldn't resist the temptation 
to betray their country.

At some point in parenthood—and it is a difficult one for all of us 


—we suddenly stop having to fight for children's consideration and 
respect. 
Quite suddenly, we've got them—and the fight is over. 


From that point on, though we may have minor skirmishes now 


and again, they only end by bringing our children closer, by making

That point is reached when we stop fretting about the conse- 


quences of demanding peace, dignity, joy, privacy and courtesy for 
ourselves. It's when we lose fear of how children may react to the 
idea that we have a right to be ourselves. 


Is that a novel idea to you? If it is, you are very lucky in your 


relationships. Most of us have had to battle for love with the people 
who now love us best. Most of us who are loved and respected by 
friends, children, wives and husbands, have won love and respect in 
Battles, in showdowns in which we risked the loss of love to defend self- 
respect. 
A mother I know faced the problem of. her adolescent son's habit 


of "picking" on her before his friends. She solved It by remembering 


showdown experience with her husband before their marriage. 


He had wanted a secret engagement/ His mother, he had argued, 


was not well. The shock of learning that an eldest son wanted to 
marry might make her seriously ill. 
She had said to the man she wanted to marry. "Bill, when I get 


engaged, I want to be engaged. I know it's a hard decision. But it's 
yours and you mustn't ask me to help you avoid making it." 


She was sure she had lost him. She was also sure that keeping 


him at the cost of her own self-respect wouldn't be having him at 
all. She hadn't lost him. By telling him what she thought was true, 
she found him, and helped him to find himself, too.

So, remembering that, my friend applied the lesson to her son one 


day. She was passing his room where he and his friend Sam were busy 
working over an electric battery. The crumpled suit she had asked 
him to hang up was still on a chair. 
When she mentioned it, her &on said, "If you're so anxious to 


have my suit in the closet, why don't you put it there yourself without 
bothering us when we're busy?", 


Discussing it with me later, she laughed. "I said everything on 


my mind," she told me. "I psychoanalyzed bullies for him. I told him 
what made cowards tick. I didn't know how he'd take it and I didn't 
care. All I cared about was putting him straight on who he had for 
a mother.'' 
"What did he do I asked. 
"He said, 'Gee, mother, how could I know you felt like that?' 


Then Sam came running in with a glass of water for me and I said, 
Thanks'—and well, you'd have thought I was June Allyson or some- 
body the wav those two young ones fussed over me. After that, I was 
through having to fight young Bill for courtesy. It came naturally." 


My friend had made contact with her child. She had thrown down 


the script of patient, long-suffering motherhood and started talking 
in her own character.

$1 trot line permit; if more 
than 100 hooks, the old trot 
line permit at $3 Is needed.

1951 niinois State fair, which runs 
Aug. 10-19, is drawing a flood of 
entries for the $318.000 being of- 
•fered in more than 6,000 classes of 
competition. 
Fair officials expect the entry 


lists will reach 100.000 by the time 
the 99th exposition opens.
